Stewart of the U. S. Secret Service, mads the final inspection! of the Presi- 
dent's table. At about 12«1,0 P^; Chief K. V. Stevenson came over to the west 
side of the roped off area and called Capt. Fritz. He told Capt. Fritz that 
President Kennedy had been involved in an accident at the triple underpass 
and was on his' way to Parkland Hofpital. He advised us to go to Parkland. 
Capt. Fritz, Sims, and Boyd rushed out to their car. Capt. Fritz said tha 
report of the President's accident could be a hoax, so Sims checked with th« 
police dispatcher by radio. The dispatcher told uc the President had been 
shot. Sins drove Code 3 to Parkland, arriving there in leas than 3 minutes. 
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
